> Although contour strip cropping 
Is an old conservation practice, it 
^virtually was not praotised in 
southern Alberta until field-scale 
v trials were conducted on three 
I Illustration Stations! ‘ The results 
.■•of this farming method at these 
1 locations have shown that crop 
yields were increased through 
holding the soli In place and con¬ 
serving moisture. 

Where strip farming is being 
used as a measure to control soil 
drifting the strips are laid out at 
right angles to the prevailing wind. 
This method, when correctly used, 
has been very beneficial in pre¬ 
venting the loss of soil by wind. 
Where the problem of water 
erosion is serious some thought 
should be given to laying out 
strips on the contour. 

With contour strip cropping the 
direction of the strips is governed 
by the topogrgaphy of the land. 
The strips are laid out across the 
slopes or along the points of equal 
elevation throughout the field. 
These points when joined together 
’ form contour lines, which become 
| the outline of the strips. The 
steeper slopes form the narrowest 
part of the strip and the more 
gentle slopes form the wider parts. 
' The strips will no longer follow 
straight lines and will vary in 
width in relation to the varying 
■ slopes that exist throughout the 
field. Usually exact contour lines 
are not followed if they curve too 
. abruptly but the strips conform to 
the contours as nearly as is practi¬ 
cal. Where slopes are uniform the 
strips are parallel. .

Mo re Licence Entries 

Effective June 1, almost all common traffic of¬ 
fences are going to be recorded on the driver’s licence 
of the erring motorist, including not only infractions 
of the Vehicle and Highway Traffic Act but also in¬ 
fractions of town traffic bylaws. 

The following offences will be added to the list 
of those entered on the driver’s licence following con¬ 
viction by a police magistrate: Driving on the left side 
-of the centre line, passing on a hill, curve or narrow 
bridge, driving too closely behind the car ahead, turn¬ 
ing without signalling properly, changing traffic lanes 
without signalling, failing to yield the right-of-way at 
intersections, driving through the red warning light 
.at a railway crossing, failing to stop before entering 
a highway, making a right or left turn from the wrong 
lane or into the wrong lane. 

We presume that if a driver's record, over a 
period of time, shows too many convictions on this 
type of traffic offence, he starts paying larger fines 
and may be faced with suspension of his driver’s 
licence. 

Suspension of a driver’s licence is still mandatory 
when the driver is convicted the third time on a speed¬ 
ing charge. A careless driving charge, when he has 
been involved in an accident causing damage over 
$100, can also cost him his licence, as can a conviction 
on an impaired driving charge. The driver review board 
of the Department of Highways makes the decision 
on when the driver gets his licence back. 

School zones on the highways are now well mark¬ 
ed and the 25-miles-an-hour speed limit through these 
zones is in effect every school day from 8:30 to 9:30 
a.m., 11:30 &.m. to 1:30 p.m. and 3:00 p.m. to 4:30 
p.m. In towns and cities in Alberta the school zone 
speed limit is usually either 20 or 25 miles per hour, 
in effect every school day from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m.
